1, The PaQee»© sheet glass factoiy (Pabritea Raroog Stakla Pancevp), only 
faetoyjr «f its kind in Yugoslavia^ lies 1^, Mlon^wa east of Belgra^a* 
two idi^ters northeast of the Bwiabe, 15900 aiMiera 4i»t of the center 
of Paneevo, and two kilonetera filihwest of the PaBeaee suburb^ rail- 
road station^ beside Vojilovica il^iiMi^ Just southeast of thS llastory 
installation is the "Otfsa" plant, now operated by the Yugoslav AxsQr for 
repair and testing of eld aircraft engines* last of the Pancevo ^ass 
factory and "Otva" plant is a odlitary training field now used by the 
Yugoslav Army for coaibined operations with the Air Forae* The Pancevo 
glass factory is guarded by a factory Bilitia unit Of 10 men*

tion* The Pancevo factory now maiwfaetures two to sHe aillimeter window 
glass in sheets 28 to 74 millimeters wide and 160 miUimetera long* Two 
and three millimeter sheet glass is packed in 40 square metier boxes irtiere- 
as special packing eases have to be made for 4 to 6 millimeter glass* In 
addition four to eight millimeter cast omamwxted aisl wire grated glass is 
manufactured in various dimensions. Factory outpab exclusive of scrai^ed 
products averages about 8,000,000 ||sters of window glass and about 

3,000,000 square meters of cast and wili '^grated ^4M»S pOi- year. About

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Only standard gauge raifeoads lead te the Pancevo gla^s factory^ and 
consequently a considerable asiotant of supplies are shipped td vhe 
factory via the Danube and Sava Rivers^ a method of shipment which al- 
though ineacpensive is inconvenient because of the necessary transfer 
from a river ports to the factory* 1?he Pancevo factory obtains quartz 
sand from Rogotina about 400 kilometers distant and various towns in 
the vMftinity of Skoplje; coal from frbovlje, 500 kilometers away; 
soda from Lukavac, 300 kilometers away; calcium carbonate from^Jelendol 
near Gacak; and wood from Slovenia and Bosnia* An average of 10^ wagon 
loads of washed quartz sand, two loads of soda, one load of calcium 
carbonate and 7 loads of coal are consumed daily^ 


5* A total of 1,200 laborers and 4^ office workers are employed at the 
Pancevo factory* Employees assigned to work at the furnaces or 
certain machines work in three shifts. The aver^ige monthly wage of a 
skilled worker is 4,000 dinars; seiiA-^l^lled workers# 39^00 dinajfs; 
non-skilled workers, 2,500 dinars; and factory officials receive a 
salary of about 3,000 dinars per month* Housing conditions are un- 
satisfactory and most of the workers reside in nearby villages* Plans 
are being made to build new workers homes at some time in the future*

employee^ is paid 7 #000 dinars per month* Despite his pep^arity with 
factory persoimel# local Communists have tried to remove him on a

U Smelting hall., 40 m x 80 m, one of the oldest reinforced conerete 
buildings, with a steel roof covered with "eternite” and steel 
roof carriers which extend over the entire structure* There are no 
supports in the interior of the hall,which measures 20 meters an 
height* Ground floor is used for smelting, has gas pipes leading 
from the generators* A smelting furnace, 10 m x 4P m, capacity 
300 tons, is on the first floor* The furnace is filled with glass 
frit by automatic devices iidiich are transported from the mixing section 
by an elevator, which has a capacity of 5 wagon«*loads* The furnace 
is operated on a 24 hour basis for a period of nine consecutive m^ths> 
then repaired and rebuilt for about three months, depending upop the 
quality of available chamotte bricks*. Repair work on the fumaee is 
usually done during the siiramer^ and wrkers are sent on leave*. .

Smelting hall, 40 m x 108 m* containing a cutting-section, packing- ^ 
section and shipping department* This smelting hall is^mswi ile^iJast glass 
than No* 1* and is used for cast glass and glass with wire grating* ^ 

Gas chambers are on the grourwi-floor beneath the furnace which is small- 
er than that in building No* 1* Melted glass is extracted from this v- 
furnace by steel ladles and then inserted in molds%

New building, 40 m x 80 m, construction w^ Charted 1947Mout one- 
third of the building was completed by mid-January 1949. This build- 
ing is identical with No. 1, and it is estimated that factory output 
win be doubled, when the building is -ccaapleted, Constniction work is 
being done by the Provincial Construction Company of the Autonomous 
Province of Vojvodina (Pokrajinsko Grad^evinsko Preduzece Autonome 
Pokrajine Vojvodine) Pancevo, 58 Starcevacki Put, under supei^ision of 
the firm's director, Jefa ANTIC, a Cewouniat, lAo is assisted by StevM 
B02XC, Cpramunist personnel clerk, and Stevan PATAKI, ^ non-Communist te 
technical director » .

imported r I The furnace was built in 

September 1948 by the construction firm mentioned above*.. 
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Raw materials warehouse, 40 ra x 120 m, an old sihgle-^story building 
with a wooden roof covered with ”eternite”. Building is divided 
into three sections supported by metal posts; outside walls are brick, 
about 75 cm thick and 10 meters high* Warehouse has a capacity of 
1,000 wagon-loads of sand. 


6* An old stone building, 40* m x 50 m, containing a mixing section and 
a section for storing soda* The building is Well lighted, clean, 
and connected with No, 5 1|y a gate. Only reliable Communists are 
employed here, because factory glass mixing techniques are kept 
strictly secret. In 1947, factory production almost reached a 
standstill because of the poor grade of frit then used. UDB inspectors 
charged factory employees with sabotage and Ing, Petar i^'^iC,/|fiiector,wa 9 
transferred and a new group of Communists assigned to the plant* Frit 
is now transferred by/conveyor belt across bridge (No. 23) to a large 
container between furnaces No. 1 and No. 2. This container will eventual- 
ly supply furnace No. 3. V 


?♦ Caloric Power Plant , 10 m x 30 m x 5 m, an* old single-story stone 
building with a tile roof.: One section contains a boiler house 
with a single steam boiler, the other an electric generator and 
various machines. The boili^ house has no roof. 


^ 8* Locksmith shop, 10 m x 60 m, a!n old single-story, stone building with 
a tile roof* Building contains storage space for tools and raw 
materiails. 

9. Electrical workshop, 9 m x 15 m x 5 m, an old stone building with a 
tile roof. Building contains storage space for electrical equipment, 

10. Garage and repair shop, 12 m x 80 m x 5 m* An old stone building 

with a tile roof, containing six garages, repair shop, storage ^pace 
for automobile tools and parts and for surplus chamotte brick stocks* 

11* Administration building, 12 m x 413 m x 9 m^ old single-story stone 
building with a tile roof. Ground-floor contains offices for director, 
secretaries, commercial director, industrial engineer, personnel 
clerk, trade department, and other factory departments* First floor 
contains a laboratory, planning department, building operations of- 
fice* This building is equipped With central heating and a good 
plumbing system, 

12* An old stone building,Ti^Wiiax 100 m, a wooden roof covered with 
roofing felt, contain|n^cutting section and main warehouse for 
finished products* The cutting section is beside the industrial track, 
^d is divided into 18 units, 25 square meters each* This section 
if 15 meters wide and the walls are about 5 meters high. The re- 
mainder of this building is used for storing and crating finished 
products; it is 8G meters long, divided into six units; and separated 
from the cutting section by a stone W^l* 

13* Warehouse for surplus stocks of chamot^ bricks and other materials, 

30 m X 70 m. An old stone building,^ ^?^s partitioned into two 
sections by metal supports carrying roof binders, which are six 
meters from the floor* Roof is covered with roofing felt* 
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14^ Carpentry shop, 30 m X 70 m, an old bMldihg similar to Nq» 13 but 

the windows are larger and this btiil(^ng has a ceiling* 

15, A new building, 30 m x 300 m, for coal bunker and generators* Con- . 
struct ion of this building started in July 1948, and about 30 per- 
cent has been completed according to provisions of the Five Year Plan* 

At present > factory generators are in a shed near building No* 2* *his 

Building is to be completed at the same time as No, 3* 

16* Wooden water-cooling apparatus, 6 m x 15 m, used by the boiler house,
